The choir sang “Send the Light” when A. H. Dale led in special 
prayer for Foreign Missions. 

Rev. B. E. Philips read the report on Foreign Missions and after 
being discussed by Rev. B. E. Philips, Rev. J. P. Williams and Rev. 
C. H. Mize was adopted as follows: ; 
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| FOREIGN MISSIONS 


We rejoice that the Lord is very greatly blessing this phase of 
our denominational work. Last year was a great year in this work. 
More than twelve thousand were added to the churches. 


We now have eight hundred and ninety one churches in sixteen 
foreign lands. About one-fourth of these churches are self support- 
ing. About one half of them now own their houses of worship. In 
addition to these churches we have near three thousand preaching 
stations, this gives us around four thousand places where the gospel 
is being regularly preached. It is very noticable when a foreigner is 
won'to the Lord that he makes a good missionary. Statistics show 
that last year they gave $4.23 per captia unto the spread of the gospel. 


We have seven hundred and ninety six schools in which there 
was erolled last year thirty-two thousand seven-hundred and eighty- 
nine pupils. This about equals the enrollment in our Baptist schools 
in the bounds of the Southern Baptist Convention last year. 


There were one thousand four hundred and forty seven Sunday 
Schools with an enrollment of sixty seven thousand four hundred 
and seven. This is indeed a large number of foreigners to be meeting 
regularly and studying the word of God. 


We have five hundred and one missionaries with two thousand 
eight hundred and twenty native workers. This is almost double the 
number we had at the beginning of the 75 Million Campaign. At 
the June meeting of the Board there were forty-eight new missionaries 
employed who will go to their field of work this fall. 


Our Foreign Board is very much in debt but this is not their 
fault. They have appropriated only about one-half of the amount 
that was promised them during the campaign. It will not do for us 
to fail our Lord at a time like this. We now have an opportunity to 
show a heroic spirit. We say in our doctrine that we are mis- 
sionaries, now we have come to the place where we must say by our 
works that we are, if we shall really show to our fellowman and our 
Lord that we really are. Our committee would urge that our brethren 
throughout the bounds of our Association inform themselves on the 
Bible teaching on this subject, also by reading of our religious 
literature see what the Lord is doing through his people in the 
foreign lands and see our great opportunity to do far more in His 
name than we are doing.

Dr. R. B. Gunter discussed the Seventy-five Million Campaign. 

Rev. B. E. Philips led in prayer. 

The report on Sunday Schools was read by Rev. J. P. Williams 
for R. C. Fallin and after being discussed by Rev. J. P. Willams 
was adopted as follows: 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


The Sunday School work in our denominational efforts is a 
great religious business. Ous publication plant at Nashville, Tenn., 
not only furnishes literature for our schools but publishes many 
books of great value to our religious life. 

Our. State Mission Board is wise in keeping a strong force of 
workers in the field, Bro. J. E. Byrd, one of the experts in this line 
of work, assisted by Bro. J. E. Sweaney and Miss Minnie Brown, is 
doing a great work in enlistment, teacher training, organizing etc. 
Their last report shows 170 churches visited; 1237 diplomas issued 
on the Normal Manual; 5077 seals issued on’ other books. They held 
15 training schools in cities and 51 in rural places. There are 250 
more schools than there were a year ago. 

What is well known is here mentioned for emphasis: This is our 
special opportunity for studying God’s word, which is a great need. 
It is no longer thought of simply as a place to gather the children, 
yes, they should be there but should be brought and not sent. God’s 
people, men, women and children should be there, and should be there 
for the purpose of studying the Book. 

The church ought to meet every Lord’s day in meditation and 
prayer. 

The solution of once a month preaching service is in the every 
Sunday Bible School. 

We recommend continued and increased diligence in carrying 
out the plan and purpose of this work.

Rev. C. H. Mize read the report on Home Missions and after 
being discussed by Rev. C. H. Mize, Rev. C. E. Bass and Rev. B.-E. 
Philips was adopted as follows: 
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HOME MISSIONS 


Christian Americanism is the work of Home Missions which by 
bringing men to Christ creates that righteousness that exalteth a 
nation. 

Our Baptist Home Mission Board is the outstanding agency of 
Southern Baptist for making Americans Christians. It has a great 
record of successful service but is now entering on a time of even 
larger opportunities and needs. 

The Missionaries of our Home Board baptize from 20 to 25 per- 
cent as many converts as the entire number who enter our churches. 
For 15 or [8 years the Board’s Evangelists have averaged 450 
baptisms ner year per worker, a record far out-stripping that on any 
other similar agency. The past year 15 evangelist baptized 15,583, 
making 1,089 each. 

Its En'istment work is bringing a more adequate standard of 
spiritual instruction and effectiveness \in hundreds of churches. 
Among other features of the work that have been conspicuous for 
the year ig the close connection between Evangelism and Enlistment, 
the two going hand in hand, as a rule, Evangelism preceeding En- 
listment, but sometimes following it. 

The “Winning of the Lost” and the “Training of the Saved,” are 
two sides of a great question and as far as possible we are combining 
the two, which in the end must make for a stronger and more 
symmetrical christian development. 

Its system of Moutain Schools is larger than any other and is 
the acknowledged standard in adaptability. 36 schoo's, 251 teachers, 
6,057 students, 227 ministerial. students, 509 conversions. Property 
valued at $1,767,000. 7 

Its Church Extension work has grown from infancy to lusty 
strength in a period of a few years. The status of Loan Fund: Paid 
in $1,083,107.47; Pledged $575,216.17; Total $1,658,323.64. 1573 
churches have been enabled to build by aid received from this depart- 
ment. 

The following Mississippi churches have been aided: Vicksburg, 
Port Gibson, Grand Gulf, Natchez, Biloxi, Mississippi City, Jackson, 
Corinth, West Point, Fellowship, Iuka, Oxford, Grenada, Holly 
Springs, Boliver, Yazoo City, Saltillo, Union, Kingston, Laurel, Long 
Beach, Wiggins, Leaksville, Gulfport, Bomar Avenue, Vicksburg, 
Camden, Rienzi, Louisville, Amory, Lucedale, Itta Bena, McCool, 
Pine Grove, Clinton, Canton and Little Rock. 

In Soul Winning and nation serving; in teaching the truth of 
Christ and conserving it; In building up christians for the state and 
type of character that makes our republic great and in the end save 
it from disentegration our Board has been wonderfully used of God. 

We commend our Board for its faith and vision in grappling the 
stupenduows task that now confronts us and believe our people will 
respond to such leadership. 
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We recommend that constant prayer be made for the Board, for 
its missionaries and evangelists, and for its work and that we give 
it large and sustained support through our gifts to the 75 Million 
Campaignp.

STATE MISSION REPORT 


Our denominational work known as State Mission Work is the 
work we do within the bounds of our state. This includes Enlistment 
work, Pastoral support, Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. work, Cul- 
portage work, Church building work and W. M. U. Work. 

The Board began the years work six enlistement men, three of 
these men resigned during the year. Recently brother H. B. Price was 
employed for our district. These brethren make a very splendid re- 
port of their work. 

The Board is helping 153 churches support their pastor. This is 
somwhat an increase over last year’s work along this line. Your 
committee is of the opinion that this is a very vital part of our work 
and think that even more of our state money should be spent in this 
way. 

Forty-nine churches. were assisted in the buliding of a house of 
worship this year. $27,000 was set apart for this work. 

Brethren, J. E. Byrd, Sweany and Miss Minnie Brown are em- 
ployed for Sunday School work and brother A. J. Wilds as B. Y. P. 
U. worker. These workers are doing a splendid work. 

Brother L. E. Lightsey is employed to do culportage work, he 
too has done a very fine work Along this line. 

We are very greatful to our Heavenly Father for His blessings 
upon this phase of the work. It is absolutely needful at this. time 
that we to be true to our Lord’s commission and go forward in this 
work. We would urge that each Baptist in the bounds of our As- 
sociation do his very best in meeting his financial obligation to the 
Lord’s work.

No movement, politicial, social, educational or denominational 
can attain any marked degree of greatness without printer’s ink. 
When we talk about publications among Mississippi Baptists we 
think of the Baptist Record which we own and operate and which is 
our State organ. Other publications are Sunday School and B. Y. P. 
U. literature, Home and Foreign Fields, Royal Service, and the 
Orphanage Gem. , 


We recommend that the churches of this association be urged to 
put the Baptist Record in their Budget and place it in every Baptist 
home whereby they will receive same for $1.50 per subscription. 


We also recommend that the Lawrence County Baptist Missionary 
be endorsed by the churches by placeing it in the budget or giving 
it a large subscription.

LAYMEN’S WORK 


The Laymen have no distinctive organization in Mississippi, ex- 
cept an Executive Committee of six leading laymen who are ap- 
pointed each year by the State Convention. This committe advises 
with the other leaders of our denominational work in planning and 
executing the various programs for the advancement of the Kingdom. 


More and more the laymen are lining up in the regular denomi- 
national program and making themselves useful in carrying out the 
plans of the churches, the associations and denomination at large. 
More laymen were used in putting over our spring cash round up 
than have ever taken part in a similar movement before. Still larger 
use will be made of our consecrated laymen in the plans now being 
projected for the fall. 


The Budget-Stewardship Campaign that is now being launched 
through the South is largely an outgrowth of the agitation and in- 
terest of the laymen of recent years. Their influence and active as- 
sistance are now urged in the teaching of stewardship and putting 
into operation in the churches the Unified Budget Plan for gathering 
and distributing funds for the Lord’s work.

The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read and approved. 


The report on Sustentation was presented and read by Rev. C. 
E. Bass, discussed by Rev. C. E. Bass, W. C. Maxwell and Shelby 
Neal and adopted as follows: 


REPORT ON SUSTENTATION 


That our aged and disabled ministers and their dependant loved r 
should be cared for is no longer questioned by any sane christian 
thinker. How best to care for them occasioned much thought for many 
* years among Souhern Baptists. No place in the denominational pro- 
gram had been made for their support. About six years ago the 
Relief and Annuity Board was established, being located at Dallas, 
Texas, with Dr. Wm Lunsford as Corresponding Secretary. This 
Board has proved a friend indeed to the aged minister and his loved 
ones. 


The 75 Million Campaign has greatly augmented this fund. These 
saints are worthy. More than 800 in the bounds of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention are receiving an average of $10.00 per month. A small 
part of every dollar paid to the Campaign goes to these worn out 
servants of Jesus Christ. Forty of them live in Mississippi and two 
of them in Lawrence County.

The report on Orphanage was read by Rev. C. H. Mize for Leon 
Tyrone, after discussion by C. G. White, W. R. Gibson, Rev. C. H. 
Mize, A. S. White, W. C. Maxwell and Rev. W. S. Rogers, was adopted 
as follows: 
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THE BAPTIST ORPHANAGE 


This institution was established twenty-six years ago in Jack- 
son, Mississippi, and has cared for more than 1,100 orphan children 
during that time, increasing in usefulness each year. Many of them 
are filling places of trust and influence throughout this as well as 
other states, and making their inftuence felt for good. 

The Home which has property value of over $200,000.00 is 
supervised and managed by Dr. J. R. Carter and wife. There are now 
165 children in the Home and new ones are coming all the time, but 
some are being graduated in the High Schools of Jackson and our 
Christian Institutions (when paid for by some big hearted individual) 
others maturing into ripe citizenship and going out in the world to, 
wield an influence for good. 112 acres of land constitute the lands be- 
longing to the Home and 60 of same has been turned into splendid 
gardens and fruitful fields, under the supervision of the manager of 
the farm, with the labor of the boys, but you will remember that these 
children can only do a part, for it takes about $1,500.00 each month 
to meet the actual expenses of the Home, since it takes 14 persons 
to do that which is necessary, 4 of same keep going for 8 months a 
splendid school, while 8 children attend the High Schools of the 
City, 2 girls are now in the Mississippi Womans College and 1 in 
Blue Mountain, and 17 are small children too young to be in school. 
These children are in good health, observing the laws of sanitation, 
and health, both in theory and practice. The prime idea of the Home 
is to train the children for usefulness, with special attention to their 
mental, moral and spiritual training. 

The Home is supported altogether by voluntary contributions and 
our people have maintained the institution without stint; and pro- 
vision was made for their support in the 75 Million Campaign, but 
this is all needed and more, and our churches and Sunday Schools 
are urged to continue the practice of sending old clothes (and new 
ones too if you please) and groceries, as all of these are needed to 
supplement the regular funds. We urge our people to pay up their 
Campaign pledges, for we need all of our pro rata. 

It is our wish that our people join heartily into the health cam- 
paign of the state for in this way we prevent the breaking up of 
many families, which separate children from their mother.

The report on Hospitals was read by Rev. B. E. Philips for E. 


V. Catt, after being discussed by Rev. B. E. Philips, A. S. White, Rev. 
C. E. Bass and Rev. Z A. Polk was adopted as follows: 


MISSISSIPPI BAPTIST HOSPITAL, R. S. Curry, Superintendent. 


Only thirteen years ago the Baptist Hospital at Jackson, Mis- 
sissippi, began operation in a small wooden building, with less beds 
than we find in some of our homes today. Immediate growth began, 
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and has continued until it is able to make the following report for 
this associational year. 

The past year has been perhaps the most important year in the 
growth and development of the Hospital in its whole history. 

We have now a splendid working staff of Physicians, Surgeons 
and Specialists. We have a first-class Chemical laboratory; a splendid 
X-Ray machine used for diagonstic work, with Dr. W. F. Henderson, 
in charge. 

We will, within the next sixty days, install a new up-to-date 

X-Ray machine to be used wholly for treatment of incurable diseases, 
especially cancer cases. 
a We have treated in this associational year, 1,671 patients, 210 
of whom were treated free. The Hospital has no funds for which to’ 
care for charity patients except. the profit made on pay patients 
which fact prevents us from taking many ‘who apply for hospital 
care. 

We now have twenty-five nurses—splendid young women who 
are preparing themselves for the high calling of nursing the sick. 

We are profoundly grateful to all our friends who have given us 
assistance, especially the different churches, Sunday Schools and 
mission organizations. 

The good women last fall, organized the Hospital Auxiliary which 
has done, and is doing splendid work for the hosptial. We bespeak 
for them the hearty co-operation of all friends. 


BAPTIST MEMORIAL HOSPITAL, Joseph Purvis, Superintendent. 


The Baptist Memorial Hospital, at Memphis, Tennessee, in which 
our State has an interest, has done splendid work this year, as shown 
by the following report, which is statement since last report. 

Patients admitted, 5,399 (as against, 4,168 for same period last 
year)’ of these 602 came from Arkansas, 3,745 from Tennessee, 909 
from Mississippi and 143 from other states. 468 of these were cared 
for in the charity department; 80 from Arkansas, 292 from Tennessee, 
62 from Mississippi, and 34 from other states. 

In the laboratories 7,615 examinations were made; the X-Ray 
department did 1,506 treatments and pictures. The expenditures in 
operating the hospital since last report was $265,641.31; of this amount 
$47,485.86 was expended for charity. 

It has only been six months since we made our last report, so by 
doubling the above figures, will be shown approximately this as- 
sociational years business in the Baptist Memorial Hospital. 

The bonded indebtedness, on account of building, is $240,000.00. 
The payment of pledges, made to the 75 Million Campaign in 
Tenhessee, Mississippi, Arkansas and Memphis and vicinity, are 
depended on to liquidate this indebtedness. 

The religious life of the institution, among patients and nurses, 
moves on nicely. A Volunteer Band has recently been organized in the 
Training School, through the influence of the International Com- 
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mission in Student activities. The woman’s Auxiliary of the hospital 
keeps up its active and useful service, both in and qut of the hospital. 
They deserve the co-operation of the Baptist women in the three 
states. 
Let us pray that our Hospitals be able to continue their great 
work.

Song and special prayer led by Rev. B. E. Philips for Woman’s - 
Work. 

The report on Woman's Work was presented and read by Mrs. 
M. E. Fleming. 

The report was discussed by Mrs. Fleming, Miss Gertie O’Mara, 
Rev. Z. A. Polk, Rev. C..£. Bass, Rev. B. E. Philips and Rev. W. P. 
Sandifer and adopted as follows: 

I asked our Associational Leader what kind of a report to make 
on Woman's Work. 

She said try to make clear what Woman's Work stands for; how 
carried on and what is being done in our Association. 

To do this, I'll try to give a brief outline of plans of work adopted 
for 1923-24 for W. M. U. by S. B. C. The Watch Word adopted is: 
He that wrought us for this very thing is God. 2. Cor. 5:5. 

Our Moral Standard: We declare ourselves on the side of all the 
forces of righteousness in the world. This embraces Mission funda- 
mentals; patriotism; national prohibition; Sabbath observance; 
sacredness of the home; maintenance of the family altar; high 
womanly ideals of speech, dress and conduct; better industrial condi- 
tions for women and children; universal education and _ christian 
Americaization. This is the work we women want to help our men to 
do, and to reach the standard set before us, we use several means of 
grace. We jiray the Lord to help us to grow in grace, then fail to use 
the means intended to help us. I'll give seven means we try to use. 


(1) Individual and united prayer. We are told in the word that by 
prayer and) supplication we are to make our requests known unto 
God; so daily all over our Souhtland, prayer and intercessions are 
being made/daily at the “Throne of Grace” by Godly women, for the 
spread of the Gospel in heathen lands, that sinners may be turned 
from the errors of their ways and brought to repentance. 


(2) Is Bible Study. We want to know God’s will concerning this 
work, and the only way to learn, it is by prayer and a diligent search 
of His word. We are told, Thy word is a lamp unto my feet and a 
light unto my path. 


(3) Is Soul Winning. The chief aim of every Christian should: be 
to win souls for Christ. 


(4) Enlistment, getting others interested in our Work. This is 


~ 
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an important phase, winning workers; especially the young women 
of our local churches to give a part if not all of their time to the 
service of the Master, and presenting our methods and aims to our 
state, district and associational meetings and to encourage our 
weaker and sometimes doubting sisters to greater efforts. 


(5) Is Mission Study. We have a course of Home and Foreign 
Mission study that instructs us as to what and why we are working. 
Then we have soul inspiring periodicals, Royal Service, World 
Comrades, and Home and Foreign Fields. If more of the brethren 
would read these papers and see what we are doing the conditions of 
things might be better. 


(6) Is Organized Personal Service. John sent some of his disciples 
to Christ with the question, Art Thou He who was to come or do we 
look for another? Jesus replied, go and show John again those things 
which ye do hear and see the blind receive their sights; the lame 
wa'k; the lepers are healed; the deaf hear; the dead are raised up 
and the poor have the gospel preached to them. Oyr Masters life was 
made up of personal service. 

We don’t want to try to imitate Christ, imitations are false, but 
we want his spirit to so govern our lives that the little we do may all 
be done to glorify Him. A little personal service we can do, is to 
minister to the sick, and suffering, give food and raiment to the 
needy. We can teach the little child and young people the way of life 
everlasting. Our possibilities in that line of service is unending. 


(7) Deal with the same subject financing the church of our God. 
He ordained that his Kingdom should be financed. There are many 
tithers amongst us women but not as many as there should be or 
would be if our hearts were fully consecrated to the work. 

In our 75 Million Campaign the women pledged $22,360,676. Their 
total gifts as I understand up to May 1923 has been 11,707.172 
leaving us a debt of $10,653.504 to be redeemed. Whether we have 
grown weary, discouraged, or simply can’t is a question hard to 
answer. The question for us~to settle is this. We pledged this money 
to God not to man and these pledges should be redeemed not for the 
honor and glory of our Baptist denomination and our W. M. U., but 
to redeem our cause of Christ suffer, because we, failed to keep our 
promises. ' 

Our line of work takes in all the Auxiliary of the W. M. U. of 
our Southland including County Associations of which the little church 
of Arm is a part. There are 22 churches in this Association and only 
5 reporting W. M. U. and Auxiliary work. What of the other 17 
churches? What is the matter? Some think it is for lack of interest 
with the brethren and especially the pastors. If that is true I wonder 
why?

The following resolutions were presented by Rev. B. E. Philips 
and adopted as read: 


RESOLUTION 


Whereas, the wisdom of a united effort on the part on the 
Southern Baptists has been so clearly demonstrated during the past 
four years, as evidenced by the’ unprecedented progress which has 
been made in kingdom work, and 

Whereas, our people have seen the wisdom of budgeting the 
work of the denomination so as to provide regularly and adequately 
for all worthy causes, and 

Whereas, we have seen the value of a worthy financial objective 
or goal in our plan to raise 75 Million Dollars in five years, and 

Whereas, we have seen the need for canvassing the churches 
annually in order to enlist the new converts who are coming in every 
year and re-enlisting those who move during the year, and 

Whereas, we have been more thoroughly impressed with the 
need of regular and systematic giving all through the year, and 

Whereas, we, as a denomination, must continue to go forward, 
and to go forward we must look ahead and plan ahead; 

Be it, therefore, resolved that we the Lawrence County Baptist 
Association in annual convention assembled, signify our approval of;- 


1. A united south-wide movement following the close of the 75 
Million Campaign to raise funds with which to carry on our mission, 
social service, and educational work. 


2. A budget for all mission, social service, and education work; 
same to be divided and distributed on a percentage basis in proportion 
to the relative needs and merits of the various causes fostered by 
the denomination. 


3. A five-year financial objective, same to be not less than 
$75,000,000.00 for the five years—the amount to be determined by 
the sum total of the conservative claims of the various causes, after 
each shall have made a careful survey of its needs and future plans. 


4. An annual appeal for pledges which will insure a thorough 
canvass of all the members of all the churches once a year. 
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5. A united effort for teaching Stewardship and Budget Plan 
for denominational and local work of the Baptist Churches of our 
State. 


6. An ample period of time to insure thorough preparation for 
the program which shall follow the 75 Million Campaign.

The report on Denominational Schools was read by Rev. C. E. Bass. 
After being discussed by Rev. C. E. Bass, was adopted as follows: 


DENOMINATIONAL SCHOOLS | 


The most powerful agencies of our denomination ‘are our schools 
and colleges. Extensive and permanent conquest cannot be made for 
cur Master without a trained leadership. A trained Baptist leadership 
is impossible without unadulterated Baptist colleges. Mississippi 
Baptists have a splendid system of this kind of schools. 


1. Clarke College, which is a co-educational, Junior College, 
ideally and strategically located at Newton, in the heart of Missis- 
sippi, in a section where Baptists number by the thousands. Its past 
has been one continuous story of struggle and sacrifice, but a brighter 
day is dawning. The new president, Rev. H. T. McLaurin, has gath- 
ered about him a splendid faculty. The number of students at the 
opening of the present session was the largest for many years. 
Clarke is destined to become one of the strongest Junior Colleges in 
the South. 


2. Blue Mountain College is now the only Baptist School in Mis- 
sissippi which maintains a full four year high school course and a full 
four year college course.. In order to standardize a college must, 
either do away with its preparatory department or make it separate 


from the college department in faculty, students, discipline and build-. 


ings. Blue Mountain College chose the latter because of the fact 
that there are many girls in Mississippi and surrounding states who 
need a Christian boarding school for their high school course. 

This great old college has qualified to be placed on the recom- 
mended list of the Southern Association of College and Secondary 
Schools. This is a college with a glorious past, a prosperous present 
and a promising future.

3. The Woman’s College is our baby college-in age but our big 


sister in size, having reached an enrollment of more than 500 last 
session. Her location is beautiful, her growth marvelous and her — 


attainments great. She has met the requirements of the State De- 
partment of Education to be placed on the recommended list of 
colleges. 
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4. Mississippi College is almost a hundred years old and has the 
distinction of being the oldest college in the State, but like Moses 
his eye is not dim nor his natural force abated. The last twelve 
months have been eventful with favorable conditions for this grand 
old institution. The enrollment of college students largest ever; the 
endowment increased; the standard of classification as a college raised 
to A-1; the completion of the Baptist Church building and many other 
improvements. Mississippi College has a history without a peer, 
a present with daring challenge to the best, and a future without a 
cloud of hurtful rivalry among the colleges of the old Magnolia State. 
Mississippi Baptists also help to support and maintain three 
Southwide institutions of learning. They are the Baptist Bible In- 
stitute at New Orleans; the Southwestern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary at Fort Worth; and the Southern Baptist Seminary at Louisville. 
There were over a thousand students in these institutions last session 
preparing themselves for definite Christian service at home and 
abroad. They are mighty forces in Kingdom conquests.

The report on Ministerial Education was read by J. M. Armstrong, 
and adopted as follows: 


REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


An educated ministry for the present time is an imperative need. 
- Men are needed with literary and scientific culture. Also a thorough 
teaching in the word of God and its application to life. Education is 
so general among the people and such stress is being put on it that a 
preacher without the prestige of scholarship is shorn of his strength, 
whatever gifts he may have, and unless he is unusually endowed he 
is destined to make little headway. Then he ‘needs the best possible 
equipment to prepare him to deal with the issues of the day. 

It is a time when false doctrines are being cunningly and per- 
sistently advocated, and nothing but a strong and intelligent defense 
of the truth will save many of our people from being led astray. 
Moreover the Bible is a storehouse of inexhaustible truth. Much of 
this truth lies on the surface, but much lies beneath. If we get the 
richest blessings that attend the grace of salvation it must be sought 
through consecrated, logical, continued investigation, reflection and 
meditation. : 

For so high and holy a vocation fraught with such grave respon- 
sibilities the |preacher needs the best possible equipment. 

We have many young preachers striving for the needy preparation 
of their calling in our schools. The number in Mississippi and Clarke 
Colleges this session will likely reach 125; then there are a goodly 
number from Mississippi in Southern Baptist Theological Seminary 
at Louisville, Ky., and Baptist Bible Institute, New Orleans. These 
institutions receive a small per cent of the 75 Million Fund to aid 
these students. Many of these young men could not be in school if 
it was not for this help. Let us see that they have help, that they 
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be mighty helpers in the building up of the Kingdom of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ, in the years to come.
